_ How Furnace Works. 

_ For those who haven't seen them, 
the blast furnace is a structure that 
rises eighty or ninety feet in the air. 
The ore, coal and lime are dumiped into 
them at the top. .Near the bottom 


air is forced in, and at the bottom the 
molten iron comes out. Above the iron 
is the slag and above that is the fuel. 
Between the outer jacket and the in- 
ner lining are miles of water pipes. 

A blast furnace is kept in continual 
operation from two to five years with- 
out interruption. It ‘requires four or 
five days to empty it by any other 
method. Another method is to bank 
the fuel in the furnace. 

If the fire goes out improperly in a 
furnace, the iron hardens and, in. the 
trade, it is called a “frozen” furnace. 
To “melt,” it requires from nine 
months to a year. The'cost of each 
blast furnace is between $1,800,000 and 
$2,000,000. So. the significance of the 
point of attack is apparent.

It was the most enthusias- 
tie demonstration accorded the speak- 
er since Me Kansas City meeting.

LINES 


in ‘Bushy 
Reports. 


Seven cent fares have produced an 
additional revenue for the Chicago Sur- 
face Lines in excess of the increase in 
its operating expenses cansed by the 
raise in pay granted to employés. The 
full measure of the expense, howeyer, 
is. not yet felt, for the eight hour day 
is only partly arranged for as yet. 

This ie the nub of a formal report 
made to the Illinois public utilities 
commission yesterday by Leonard A. 


| Busby, president ‘of the traction com- 


‘pany. This report is based on the 
earnings and expenditures for August 
and was required of the company by 
the commission at the time that it per- 
mitted an increase in stre2t car fares. 
Company Gains $397,000. 

The report sets forth the increase in 
earnings as $864,000, as ‘compared to 
an increase in operating expense of 
$467,000. In other words, the company 
made $397,000 more in August of this 
year than it would have done if fares 
had staye@ at 6 cents and the wages 
of its employés had not been increased. 

President Busby declares, however, 
that this favorable showing for the 
company is not a permanent one. He 
says that the rearrangement of time 
tables to give the company’s employés 
an eight hour day will bring a further 
increase of $300,000 a month in operat- 
ing expenses, thus leaving the com- 
pany $97,000 a month better off than it 
was before fares and wages were in- 
creased.

“Revenue passengers for August, 
1919, compared with revenue passen- 
gers for August, 1918, show a decrease 
of 1.81 per cent.

HE problems that met the head of the relief 
administration were many and varied, First 
of'al] there was the feeding of the populations 

of some twenty countries. During Hoover's ad- 
ministration of the food resources of the relief ad- 
ministration the following countries were taken 
care of: Finland, Esthonia, Letvia, Lithuania, Po- 
land, Germany, Holland, Denmark, Belgium, North- 
ern France, Czecho-Slovakia, German Austria, Hun- 
gary, Greater Serbia, Italy, Roumania, Bulgaria, 
Turkey, Armenia and Russia.

In treating with the question of food, Mr, Hoover 


studied the problem from the standpoint of future | 


needs as well as from that of present demands. The 
following extract from a report submitted to him 
will serve to show the nature of his work: 

“The food problem of Galicia is different from 
that of the kingdom of Poland (the term ‘ kingdom 
of Poland’ excludes those Polish territories which 
were formerly held by Germany or Austro-Hun- 
gary). A large part of Galicia lies in the foothills 
or jn the mountains of the Carpathians, a territory 


not permitting intensive agriculture and not self- 


supporting before the war. “

é¢ N times of peace the peasants went over the 

! range into Hungary and Caecho-Slovakia for 

the harvest season and brought back their 

earnings in the form of gfain. Even with the war 
over this was not permitted this year because of 
the feeling. between the Poles and the Czecho-Slo- 
vaks and the bolshevist situation in Hungary. 
“During the war troops passed and repgssed 
through this region—Russian, Austrian, German, 
Polish, and Ruthenian. As a result of the military 
requisitions the territory from Lwow (Lemberg) 
west of the Dunajec river js practically barren of 
live stock and farm machinery. The destruction 
of the villages is complete. Outside of the larger 
towns practically all the buildings are low, log huts 


- with thatched roofs. Almost every hut was burned. 


The Russians burned all the Roman Catholic 
churches, and when the Austrians came back they 


* burned all the Greek Catholic churches. 


large cities-are as baily off. Gorlice and 
Dukla are as badly destroyed as the towns in north- 
ern France. Przemysl and Lwow suffered very 
heavily.. The country is now disorganized and ill- 
fitted for the intensive labor necessary to till flelds 
idle for five years. . 

“Transportation is peculiarly difficult. The 
greater portion of the mountain territory is 20 to 80 
kilometers from any railroad and 60 to 150 kilo- 


meters from the single main line of raflroad—trom 
Krakow to Lwow. The roads are-fairly good, but 
it is almost ithpossible to reach some portions of 
the mountain distrints becaune there are few horses 
and ne motor transportation. 

is © tals crop in the foothills and the 
plains of Northern Galicia that will almost suffice 
for the next winter, but thé mountain ‘districts 


have little food and ‘the crop will be too small to 
jagst over the winter months. There is no actual 


starvation, but the people are living on vegetables 
and green stuffs, and in the more remote spots 
many are surviving on roots, herbs, and berries. 
There is some goat and cow milk, but practically 
no meat except wild boar. There is no fruit, no 
white flour, and rye for black bread is very scarce.” 
This was written during the latter part of July, 
when the committee was closing up its affairs. Up 
to that time Poland had received over 300,000 
metric tons of foed, of which Galicia was given its 
share. .Under the conditions obtaining there at the 
time the division of supplies was no small task, but 
the men working under Hoover saw to it that jus- 
tice was done by all thé communities. — ' 
* 
Flour Selling Troubles. 
HI8 distribution of food was not without its 
dangers. In May, 1919, Mr. Hoover ordered 
900 tons of flour to be shipped to Novoros- 
sisk, to be sold to refugees concentrated in the 
coastal towns of the Black sea province, in south- 
ern Russia,’on the northeastern coast of the Black 
sea. The instructions given at Constantinople were 
to sell the flour to any local government at 11: 
cents a pound in exchange for such currency as 
could be turned into dollars at Constantinople. Fur- 
ther instructions were given that if no government” 
would buy the flour the A. R. A. men were to sell 


divectiy the refugees and supervise its 


afstribution. 

‘Four hundred tons were sent in the ship- 
ment. The various attempts to sell flour 
which was so badly needed are deseribed in what 
follows: | 

“Inability to find safe storage for the flour was 
the first difficulty encountered when we arrived at 
Novorissisk on the British transport War Pointer. 
We were warned by both the British and the Rus- 
sians that a large part of the flour would be stolen. 
No guards were available except, Russians with 
Bolshevist tendencies. Leoting of British munitions 
and clothes brought in for the volunteer army had 
been a frequent occurrence. — | 

“ As our flour was on top of the cargo, we paid 
$1 a ton to the crew of the War Pointer to move 
the flour between decks, so that the rest of the 
cargo could be unloaded first and thus give us 
time to arrange for the disposition of the flour. 

‘*attemps to sell’ the flour to the Black sea gov- 
ernment at Novorossisk were of no avail because 
there is absolutely no money in this country ex- 
cept the Don ruble, which has no value whatever 
outside of southern Russia, and because flour was 
being sold on the market of Novorossisk at a price

The reorganization of industry was another form 
of activity taken up under his direction. Desirous 
in all cases of preventing pauperization by giving 
the people a chance to earn a livelihood, he made 
an attempt to reorganize the industries wherever 
it wags possible. The condition of the cotton mills 
in Poland was an inspiration for this work. 

“TI do not ‘wish to finish before paying tribute 
to the industrial energy of these mil] owners which 
led them to maintain their factories in such splen- 
did shape during five years of idlenéss,” reads the 
report. “It is an impressive sight to see the thou- 
sands of looms in perfect order. I never saw a 
rusted machine. All were covered with grease and 
oil and protectéd from the air by great paper sheets. 
The carding machines, with their millions of tiny 
steel pricks, were shining like new, and every piece 
of machinery left intact in the mills is in perfect 
order, ready for immediate operation, | 
' “One of the sad sights of the war is the stagna- 


tion of this industry, the gilent tomb containing 
‘these dead machines, and the faith of these men 
who daily watched their mills, proteeting and pre-<«

Eggs for Locomotives. 

PPROXIMATELY 26,000 bales of raw cotton 
were sent to Poland, the greater portion of 
which was’ shipped to Lodz, which is the 

great manufacturing center. The employment 
which this material will give to the inhabitants of 
the city is expected to do much toward acttling 
the economic and social unrest there. 

The problem ‘of exchange has been a very touchy 


one among the smaller nations. Very 'few of them 
have as yet established a dependable system of 


currency. At the time Mr. Hoover came over to 
Europe there was, continual. bickering and dis- 
agreement over terms of trade. Much suffering 
and starvation which could have been prevented 
was needlessly aggravated. 

The Czecho-Slovaks and the Austrians, for in- 
stance, could not come to terms on any basis. The 
Czechs needed transportation material which the 
Austrians coul4 give them in exchange for -beet 
sugar, but the Czechs were afraid of being cheated,

VER since the signing of the armistice the 
problem of the repatriation of the nationals 
of the different countries has been a difficult 
one, Poland alone had some 1,060,000 men scat- 
tered over the face of Europe; Russia had an equal- 
ly large number; Serbia, Hungary, and Austria had 
them in varying numbers. The work of repatria- 
tion had been carried on in the best possible man- 
ner by the countries concerned, but there was a 
lack of nation and codperation in the ta 
which tended to demoralize the effort. 

The results obtained were not in satisfactory 
proportion to the energy expended. Things were. 
coming to a rather hopeless point when again the 
man ‘of action, Hoover, stepped into the breach 
and by specjal request submitted a plan of codrdi- 
nation of action to the supremé council. The letter 
he wrote them on July 26; 1919, follows, in part: 

“It appears that there are some 200,000 German, 
Austrian, and Hungarian’ prisoners in Siberia and 
that these prisoners are suffering greatly and are 
a constant menace to Siberian government. 
There are alse certain Po th prisoners and civilians 
now scattered all over the world who will require 
more systematic assistance at repatriation, but 
there is an entire. deficiency of funds with which 
to pay the incidental expenses. There are probably 


also other odd lots expatriates of various nation- — 


alities as the result of the war who need systematic « 

“It would appear to mo that this problem re- 
quires definite organizatiop, and I should like to 
submit the following plan : the matter for action 
by the council: 

“First, that a sitio comprising a British, 
French; American, and Italian military officer 
should be set up and undertako the management of. 
this repatriation. That this commission should 
communicate their appointment to the Austrian, 
Hungarian, Polish, and other governments, and 
that they should offer to undertake the repatria- 


‘tion, provided funds are placed to their credit in 


advance by each of the goyernments concerned. 
“It would appear to me that if such.a body is set 
up “under capable officers | they would be able to 
work out a solution in this manner and to secure 
from the allied governments the necessary shipping 
and other services which would be necessary. They 
could invite a delegate of each of the governments 
concerned to sit with them in respect to matters 
which concerned such a government and they could 
engage the necessary staff to carry on the work. 
They would probably need to appeal to various al- 
lied governments and to charitable societies for 
some assistance in respect to prisoners originating 
from quarters unable to supply these funds; but, in 
any event, they would create a center around which

“NATIONAL SELFISHNESS.” 

Lord Rebert Cecil says; “Those who appeal 
frankly to national selfishness are perhaps com- 
mener in the United States than in this country.” 
There is a reason. There is no need among British 
statesmen to stress national interests. Se far as 
we can see, they are invariably wel] provided for. 


Great Britain comes out of this war with a heavy |. 


burden of debt, it is true, but she couldn't help that, 
and her interests have been tidily taken care of in| 
the treaty and in the covenant. On the threshold 
of negotiations British supremacy of the sea was 
ineontinently put out of the diseussion. Since then 
observation of the course of events and study of 
the results of the peace conference do not disclose 
Great Britain as a leser. She has the German col- 
onies. She has Persia, The Germag fleet is gone. 
The Belgian buffer is set up again. The Russian 
imperjal menace is gone. 

Aside from her internal problems, which are cer- 
tainly net the result of British altruism, and her 
war debt, which was the fruit of a war not with- 
out considerations of substantial self-interest, Great 
Britain is greater and more puissant than ever in 
her history. | 

We do not begrudge her this situation. The 
British have paid for it. It is the result of their 
heavy saerifiees and of their unsurpassed states- 
manship. We do not deny their right even to a high 
mora] gatisfaetion and a considerable claim to the 
approval of conscience, for British dominion more 
than any ever exercised by an empire has been one 


been and they are conspicuous, and to the strict 
advogate ef self-determination and independence 
the material and even the moral benefits of alien 
rule are no justification of empire. But most of 
us are not of so strait a seet, and from our com- 
plaisant viewpoint England has been an “easy 
boss.” 
Nevertheless, with the spectacle before us of the 
distinctly utilitarian suecess of Great Britain’s ne- 
gotiations at Paris, we confess that Lord Robert's 
reproach leaves us unmoved. We in America need 
to “ appeal frankly to national selfisnness ~ because 
our statesmen have been thinking of everything 


for Lord Robert to speak frankly of British inter-| 
ests because they already have been taken care of 
by Mr. Lioyd George, Mr. Balfour, ané Mr. Bonar 
Law. . We do not rebuke them for this. We ap- 
plaud them. They are sane and patriotic men who 
held a trust and served it well. But we think @ 
rebuke for frankly appealing to national selfish- 

: is, for legitimate national interests— 
does not’come with good grace from British 
public man. Our need is to check the Utopian al- 
truism, the sentimental internationalism, which ap- 
peals so strongly to Our representatives at Paris, 
and to.the inexperience and uninformed idealism 
of the kindly and generous people of America, We 
are in danger of carrying our altruism to an ex- 
treme of performance which does not threaten 


men. We need to remind ourselves that the mil- 
lenniym is not with us. There is no such need in 


Downing street.

ITALY TAKES THE ADRIATIC. 

The latest “settlement” of the Adriatic question 
makes an interesting study of the new politics 
which looks so astonishingly like the old. We 
de net think Metternich would find it strange, 
though wouldn't much like its practical results. 

For there is no missing the significance of this 
settlement, whieh, of course, is no settlement, By 
it the Ad@riatie becomes an Italian lake. 
holds gl} the strategic points. Fiume, unless D’An- 
nunzio, by threatening chaos in Italy, forces the 
powers to recognize his action as fait aecompll, 
becomes @ free port. But its gravitation to Italy: 
seems @ertain. The city is mostly Italian. Its 
hinterland is Croatia, not Serbia. The difference is

draws inte a greater Serbia, in which they wij] be 
in a mindrity under the rule of a Serbian dynasty 
or oligarchy. They are of the Romay church, the 
Serbs of the Greek. If Italian foreign politics is 
astute, it will strike through the Croats a the 
danger of a great Slavic riv4l under Serbian domt 
nation.

NFLUENZA was first described about 

200 B. C. During the last 800 years 
there have been twenty-eight pan- 
& demics or world epidemics and about 
seventy-two additional widespread and 
fairly distinct waves. 

These pandemics have come about a 

generation apart. The great wave of 
1918 wag preceded by the great wave of 
1889, and it in turn by one just a gen- 
eration before that, 
‘The great epidemics have always con- 
sisted of a series of waves. In no one of 
the series ‘has the disease been limited 
to a single year. In Chicago the 1889 
epidemic started early in January, 1390, 
was at its worst during the last week of 
that month, and continued to materially 
modify. the death rate until June. In 
1881 the epidemic returned and was 
worse in March and April than at any 
time during 1890. Conditions did not 
become normal until June. Health con- 
ditions were again abnormal in 1892 and 
again in 1893, : 
, So far as Chicago and vicinity were 
concerned, the epidemic appeared the 
last of September. There were repeated 
waves. Conditions did not become nor- 
mal until July, 1919. 

The question now is, wil) it come again 
this winter, and if so, how bad will it 
be? My opinion is that it will come 
again. That it will not be here as early 
as it was last autumn, and that it will 
be neither as explosive nor as violent as 
it was last year. I do not look for a 
repetition of the 1890-'91 experience. 


_ The following is the basis of the opin- 
fon: 

The epidemic of 1918 was the worst in- 
fluenza epidemic in history. Vaughan 
and Palmer, writing on communicable 
disease in the United States army for 
the Journa! of Laboratory and Clinical 
Medicine, say that the plague epidemic 
of 1665 in London killed 14 per cent of 
the total population. The yellow fever 
epidemic of Philadelphia in 1793 killea 
10 per cent of the population. Third in 


1918 at Camp Sherman, when 3.1 

cent of the entire population died in 
seven weeks from influenza and pneu- 
monia. In the eombined Umted States 
army camps during four months 1.5 per 
cent of the population died. This stands 
as fifth in rank in Vaughan and Palmer’s 
‘list of deadly epidemics. : 

It is only fair to note that none were 


known parts of the world—regions where 
statistics are somewhat reliable and ob- 
tainable, The ranking would have been 
different had epidemics among the less 
civilized peoples been taken into account. 
These army camp epidemics were the 
worst of the inflyenza outbreaks because 
the soldiers and sailors were crowded: 
and because also they were all young 
men. Almost all of them were born 
subsequent to 1890. The rate in the 
civilian population is a fairer test. 
_. In Philadelphia the epidemic destroyed 
_.77 of the entire population in seven 
weeks, In New York .39, The figures 


| for the entire country is generally given 


at .45 per cent. We will not know with 
certainty until the census office figures 
come out next year, buf .45 will not be 
far from the total.

‘When we compare the figure ,39 for 


| New York with .11 and .08, the percent- 


ages of deaths from influenza-pneumonia 
im the epidemics of 1891 and 1890, re- 
spectively, we note the difference. The 
fatality rates were more than three 
times as high in 1918. Various statisti- 
| eiams are agreed that more people died 
‘from influenza-pneumonia in 1918-1919 
than died from the samie disease in all 
four of the years between 1890 and 1894. 
_I.am ‘willing to make and stand by the 
statement that  influe pne 
speaking generally, only gets about a cer- 
tain proportien of the people, and follow- 
ing that statement the epidemic of 1918 
used up pretty much itg total allotment 
in a single season. The authorities are 
agreed that somewhere between 25 and 
30 per cent of the population‘had the dis- 
, ease within six months after it devel- 
oped. Some fairly careful studies have 
been made, and these show that some- 
thing. over 25 per cent had had the dis- 
ease by February or March, and the fig- 
ures probably total about 80 per cent 
_ In Chicago, according to the health de- 
partment, 60 ner cent of the total pop- 
ulation are under 30 years of age. Of 
_ those over 30, the great majority had the 
disease in the epidemic of 1889-93, or else 
their immunity to it was established at 
that time. Seme of them had an im- 
munity acquired in the great epidemic of 
1872, and some either had a natural im- 
“munity or had acquired immunity in 
other ways. There are any number of

As against this line of reasoning some 
will contend that influ pneu 
does not confer immunity. In other 
words, that persons have it several! tues. 
In a few instarices second attacks of in- 
fluenza in the same individual have been 
investigated. The conclusion has been 
that these second attacks were ordinary 
eolds, in the great majority of cases at 
least. Some few cases may stand the 
test, but the rule ig that so-called second 
and third attacks of infiuepza are at. 
tacks of some other form of contagien, 
There is a somewhat general opinion 
that one attack ef pneumonia predis- 
poses to the disease. I do not think that 
opinion will stand investigation. I am 
sure there are people who have had a 
second attack of genuine lobar pneu- 
monia, but there are pepple who have 
had a seoond egttack of smallpgx, Dr. 
Spalding of the Chicago health depart- 
ment has seen two such. Yet that fact 
does not disturb the rule that one at- 
tack of smallpex produces immunity to 
the disease. But the corner stone of this 
argument is the existence of a long time 
immunity—one lasting a generation. 

There are good men who ciaim that in- 
fluenza-pneumonia produces immunity, 
but who claim it te be a short one. 
Rosenow even does not think the im- 
munity is a long one. At least the im- 
munity produced by vaccine is not. The 
immunity produced by vaccination is 
never as lasting as that produced by 
the disease. Smallpox confers a life- 
time immunity, yet smallpox vaccine 
often produces an immunity lastfng less 
than seven years, Typhoid immunity 
produces a lifetime tmmunity. The 
typhoid vaccine immunity is not depend- 


ed on for more than three years’ pro- 
tection. 
If influenza-pneumonia does not pro- 


duce a lifetime immunity in the average 
individual, why is it that the pandemics 
are spaced a generation apart? Why is 
it that the heavy cage rates and death 
rates are among people under 30 or 
therehbouts? 

It may be a long time before we can 
prove by laboratory methods thet in- 
fluenza - pneumonia confers any im- 
munity and still a longer time before 
it cam be proven by laboratory methods 
that the immunity is a long one, yet 
I am willing to stand upon the position 
and to advise the people to make jt their 
basis of conduct this winter and for the 
mext several yeara j 


Summarizing: 


It is reasonably certain that influenza, | 


which has been sweeping here and there 
in lesser waves since the great wave of 
1918, will again sweep in waves over the 
country. These waves will gradually 


decrease in violence and presently will |. 


no longer be recognized as waves. 
The disease will affect health condi-. 
tions and death rates for several years 
to come unless some discoveries‘in bac- 
teriology are made and some changes in 
our epidemological methods are applied. 
The effect on the death rates, sickness 
rates, and ~~ rates will be much 
more apparent in the winter, 
late fall than at other 
indicates that the ollier 
will suffer more next . 


In a subsequent article I will tell in- 
dividuals and groups what tn my judg- 
ment they should do this fall, winter 
and spring.

It is necessary to see that the pres- 
sure comes on the curd itself and not 
on the top edges of the hoop. The fol- 
lower should be in a horizontal posi- 
tion so thatthe top of the cheese will 
be level after pressing. ‘The cheese 
in the hoop is pressed for about an 
hour and then taken out and the band- 
age applied. When the cheese is taken 
out of the’hoop it should be closed 
up into a solid mass, and if properly 
pressed there will be no danger of its 
falling apart. Take the cloth circle 
off the bottom and wrap a wet cloth 
bandage around the cheese tightly. The 
entire surface should be smoothly cov- 
ered with cloth. The hoop is returned 


to the press and allowed to remain 


until the next morning. 

The cheese is taken from the hoop 
again and the rind should be completely 
closed, showing no openings between 
the curd particles. If these are seen, 
the cheese must be at once returned 
to the press and a heavier weight ap- 
plied and left for twenty-four hours to 
make a perfect rind. Wrapping the 
hoop in hot cloths will help close the 
openings.

It is particularly effective on 
small engines. The matter of design is 
paramount with respect to this type of 
cooling system. In the thermo-siphon 
cooling system obstructions are more 
serious than in the pump system be- 
cause there is not the positive flow of 
water which tends to push minor ob- 
structions of foreign matter out of the 
way. The thermo-system must be 
kept rigorously clean. 

In the pump cooling system a centrif- 
ugal pump, driven from the engine, 
forces the water around the system, 
thus maintaining the circulation need- 
ed for proper cooling. As long as the 
engine is running the pump is oper- 
ating and the water is ulating. The 
pump system is expensive to 
install, which explains why a majority 
of our American cars use thermo- 
siphon cooling.

In operation the water flows into the 
tank at the top of the radiator, where 
a series of baffle plates distribute it all 
éver the width of the core, through 
which it fows downward into the tank 
at the bottom. If it were not for these 
plates the water would be likely to flow 
down in a stream through one small 
section of the core and would not geta 
chance to become cooled. 

The shape of the radiator has consid- 
erable to do its efficeincy in cool- 
ing. The high, narrow radiator is more 
efficient for the reason that the water 
has a longer distance to go while it is 
undergoing the cooling process. It used 
to be common to find that the car man- 
ufacturer had not allowed enough radi- 
ator area to give really efficient cool- 
ing. Today.this is not so, and the cool- 
ing systems of standard cars will be 
found entirely adequate to their work. 

In fact the tendency today is per- 
haps rather on ‘the side of too much 
cooling. All cooling is waste, necessary 
to an extent, but waste nevertheless. If 
it were not for the necessity of main- 
taining the film of oil in the cylinders
